Death Sentence Has Been Pronounced 
Upon the Anarchist. 


THE PRISONER TURNS PALE. 


H¥avily Manacled, He Sat Between 
Two Gendarmes in Front of Judge. 


SPEAKS IN HIS GWN BEHALF AT LENGTH 


‘Lieutenant Gorria, His Counsel, En- 
ters a Plea of Insanity and. 
Makes a Strong Appeal. 


Madrid, August 16.—Michael Angiollo, am- 
arechist assassin of Premier Canovas del 
Castillo, who was tried by court- 
martial yesterday at Verega, was found 
guilty and was sentenced to death, 

Upon hearing the sentence Angiollo turn- 
ed deathly pale amd had to be ussisted 
from the courtroom, 

Angiollo will be garroted within 
prison. 

About two hundred persons were at the 
trial. The vicinity of the prison was al-

most deserted, the public being apparently 


indifferent in view of the certainty that 
the death penalty would follow the court- 
martial. 

Angiollo, heavily manacled, sat between 
two gendarmes and immediately in front 
of his judges. On a table near by lay his 
revolven and other ‘material evidence of 
the crime, ; 

The president of the court read the de- 
every witness, after which 
the written statement of the prisoner 
was read by the clerk of the court. 

Angiollo, in the course of the statement, 
said he left Foggia in October, 188, and 
went to Marseilles and Bretow, where he 
took the name Jose Santos. At first he 
had no thought of becoming an anarchist, 
but while at *Coromin he began to. bé 
interested in anarchistic doctrines. He 
then returned to Marseilles, and after his 
expulsicx from that city, he went to Bel- 
gium and London, where he has spent 
most of his time in the society of onar- 
chists. : 

When the execution took place at Bar- 
celona on May 4th of five anarchists con- 
victed of participation in the bomb out- 
rage at the feast of Corpus Chr.sti, 
conceived the idea of assassinating Can-

Insanity Was the Defense. 

Lieutenant Gorria, whom the court had 
assigned as counsel to Angiollo, urged that 
the prisoner was demented at the time of 
the shooting, and made a strong appeal to 
the benevolence of the judges. While 
his counsel was presenting this plea, An- 
giollo listemed in silence. 

Then he asked permission to speak for 
himself, which was granted. He ihanked 
Lieutenant Gorria for his efforts amd de- 
nie@ that he had any accomplices, or 
that he was an accomplice of those who 
committed the bomb throwing outrages at 
Barcelona, or that he had participated in 
secret gatherings of anarchists. 

When he began to discuss anmarchistic 
theories the court interrupted him and 
threatened to stop him if he pursued that 
line of remark or touched upon any mat- 
ters not connected with the trial. Anglollo 
persisted in speaking of politics and of 
the wars in Cuba and im the Philippines. 

“What has that to do with the trial?’ 
asked the president of the court. 

‘“T must justify myself,’’ said the pris- 
oner. 

lhe president retorted: “That is not 
justification. Moreover, you can convince 
nobody in that’ way.” 

Angiollo began again, but the president 
of the court declared the trial ended amd 
ordered the courtroom cleared. After the 
prisoner had ‘been conducted to his cell, 
the judges deliberated for an hour and 
then announced the sentence of the court. 

Celebrated Canovas’s Death. 

New York, August 16.—The group of an- 
archists who make their headquarters in 
this city had a meeting tonight at Claren- 
don hall to celebrate the death of the lead- 
ing @espot of Spain, Canovas, executed by 
the anarchist ‘(Michael Angelo Golli. The 
speakers were Emma Golman, S. Palaz- 
zinni, P. Ester, Charles W. Mowbray, Ale- 
ardo A. Moscoso, H. M. Kelly, Arango 
Quanito and a few other less notorioug ones 
whose names were not announced.

HELD PRISONERS BY A STORM. 


For Three Nights and Four Days Party 


Faces Cold and Starvation. 

Tacoma, Wash., August 16.—J. E. Mitch- 
ell and wife, ‘Miss Jeane McFarlane, of 
Sumner, and Sergeant F. A. Hall, of Pu- 
yallup, gvere nearly starved and’ frozen to 
death at the top of Mount Tacoma last 
week. 

They were held prisoners for three nighbss 
and four days by a storm. As the party 
Was ascending the mountain the storm 
gathered and increased to.a hurricane just 
as they scrambled over the rim of a crater 
into a place of shelter. They remained 
huddled together during the first night and 
not an eye closed in sleep. The next day 
an attempt was- made by the men to pre- 
pare for an escape, but the wind blew them 
back from the crater's rim. | 

The second night passed “™m a sheltered 
ice cavern with sulphur-laden steam rising 
on all sides of them. Prunes and hard 
tack, softened by the steam, was the bill 
of fare, and before the morning of the 
fourth day every morsel had been devoured. 

In addition to the prospect of freezing to 
death the. party was face to- face with 
starvation. The storm broke on the fourth 
day .and all escaped. 

The Mitchell party reports that.the Ma- 
Zamas burned for firewood the big flagpole 
which Oscar Brown, of Cle-*lum, risked 
his life to carry to the top of the mountain 
five years ago. On this pole the largest 
American flag ever unfurled at a three- 
mile altitude was hung. 

The mountain climbers from all parts of 
the world carved their names on the staff.

He has been living in Canada since 
the wrecking of the company, but for a 
year or go intimate friends have known 
(hat he was in Massachusetts, latterly in a 

oston hospital. He appeared in Willi'm- 
antic yesterday, so much aged and worn 
as not to be recognized and was taken in 
a carriage to his home in Windham Cen- 
ter. He is only sixty years old, but his long 
«xile and disease have wrought ead havoc 
with his physique. 

State Insurance Commissioner R. Fyler 
began the prosecution against him in 1887. 
It was believed that Parsons’s defalcations 
omounted to between $100,000 and $150,000, 
though what he had done with the money 
wes a mystery.

WORE STRIPES TWENTY YEARS 


Went to Prison Young Man, Came 
Out Old. 


CHICKEN WAS THE CAUSE OF IT 


Pitiful Story of a Convict Who Came 
to Atlanta Yesterday—Daylight 
Blinds His Eyes Nov’. 


He walked into the police barracks last 
night, an old and gray-haired man. Twen- 
ty years ago he left the world to serve a 
sentence in the penitentiary. He was tnen 
a young man. Yesterday he left the prison 
a free man, but he was no longer young. 

And it was all on account of a game 
rooster. 

It was about 8 o'clock last night that the 
old negro, bent by age and hard work, ask- 
ed the station sergeant for a night’s lodg- 
ing. 

‘“TI’se go@ my papers here, boss,’’ he. said. 
as he unrolled a disch: rge from the state 
penitentiary. 


The negro was George Brown. Twenty 


years ago he was tried in Columbus for 
burglary and convicted. The prosecutor 
was another negrg, erd he swore that 


George had broken open his hen hause ard 
stolen a game rooster. The jury convicted 
Brown, and he was sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiar;. 

Brown went to the coal mines at Cole 
City, and there he has toiled,for twenty 
yeers. 

The old negro, when questioned by a 


} Constitution reporter, said: 


“T feels queer walking around with no 
boss over me. I don’t feel like myself at 
all. You see, when I went to the mines I 
was only thirty-nine years of age, and row 
I am an old man, nearly sixty. I tell you, 
boss, I have ’bout well nigh spent all my 
life ‘in that place, but I’se going back home 
and do what I can till the end comes.” 

Brown worked every day down in the 
coal mines, and it has had a peculiar effect 
upon: his vision. He can see all right at 
night, but the sunlight blinds him so in the 
day that he cannot see at all. 

“When I was coming here today,” he 
said, ‘I had to keep my eyes shut nreariy 
all the time, but jest as soon as the dark 
come*I could see like I always did.” 

The old man had on a second-hand suit 
of clothes which had been furnished him 
at the mines. They were a world too large, 
but he appeared to be very proud of what 
he wore. 

‘*I think they are very nice clothes, boss,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘for I’ve been wearing them old 
stripes so long that any other Kind of 
clothes seem good to me.” 

Somebody had given him a bundle of old 
clothes, and they constituted his entire 
stock of worldly goods. He had not-a cent 
of money. A railroad ticket to Columbus 
had been’ provided him by the authorities. 

He was given a night’s lodging at the 
police barracks. Tomorrow he will arrive 
at his old home, which he left twenty years 
ago. All the faces wiil be strange and 
unfamiliar. He will be like a stranger in 
a strange land, and there will probably not 
be one person who will know him. 

And it was all on account of one chicken, 
worth about 50 cents, which he still asserts 
he never stole.

It is about the com- 
pletest method of getting ‘‘satisfaction”’ 
that has ever been invented. : 

The necessity of a change in the 
American system has fong been felt. 
Some of our readers have, no doubt, 
heard of the efforts of Judge Dooley to 
affect a reform. Challengell by a wood- 
en-legged man, the judge said he would

The death of Senator James Z. George, 
of Mississippi, is a grievous loss to the

The Soudanese Campaign. 

Our interest in local and national af- 
fairs should. not overshadow important 
events which are shaping themselves be- 
yong the seas. Within the last few 
days information has come from the 
east announcing that the British army, 
under Sir Herbert Kitchener, has re- 
sumed its progress toward Khartoum, 
that recently at Abu Hamed, @ 
small town on the banks of the Nile, a 
serious @ngagement took place between 
the British troops and the natives. 

The natives finally yielded to the vig- 
orous onslaught of the trained British 
regulars, but the stubborn character of 
the fight’ which they put up before re- 
tiring from the field shows that Sir 
Herbert Kitchener will find it anything 
else but an easy matter to subdue these 
rude, undisciplined natives of the Af- 
rican interior. Whatever may be said 
of the dervishés, as they are sometimes 
called, they are good fighters; and, in 
some measure at least, are moved by 
patriotic emotions. It is not fair to as- 
sume that because they are savage men, 
brought up’ in the wilds of Africa, they 
are, therefore, utterly devoid of patriot- 
ism. Patriotism and civilization, to a 
large extent, go hand in hand, but the 
former is by no’ means strictly depen- 
dent. upon the latter. 

Sir Herbert Kitehener has found this 
out: but, if military enterprise and 
strategy can bring about the conquest. 
of the Soudan, that difficult feat will 
be accomplished before the present year 
expires. Great Britain is bent upon 
making the enterprise successful, and 
the fact that she failed in last. year’s 
expedition only intensifies the belief 
that her present effort to conquer the 
Soudan will be all the more determined. 
The fact that she is selfishly interested 
in the result of the campaign also makes 
it evident that the pending fight in 
Africa will be ‘a most bitter one. Os- 


tensibly, Great Britain is fighting as 
Egypt’s friend, and, if successful, in- 


tends to confirm the latter’s right to the 
Soudan: but ‘in reality Great Britain is 
fighting as Great Britain’s friend, and. 
if suecessful, it is certain that Great

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A Word to the Farmers. 

As the cotton crop begins to mature 
The Constitution takes this opportunity 
to give some timely -advice to our farm- 
ers. Instead of waiting for the season 
to advance, in the hope that prices may 
advance with it, our farmers should 
seize time by the forelock and market 
their cotton as soon as they can get it 
ready. 

Nothing is to be gained by waiting 
for prices to rise without any definite 
assurance that the market is going to 
improve. Instead of rising, prices might 
take a downward tendency; and, \in 
that event, the farmer who has not dis- 
posed of his cotton at the commence- 
ment of the season, is sure—to regret 
his procrastination, to say the least. 

From present indications the cotton 
crop this year is apt to be much larger 
than its predecessor. This does not by 
the likelihood of 


any means increase 
better prices later on. Our farmers 
should also bear in mind that cotton 


loses in weight while stored away in 
close warehouses. Taking this into ac- 
count, together with the likelihood that 
prices, instead of rising, will decline as 
the season advances, it behooves our 
farmers to ignore the siren counsels 
which would beguile them into waiting 
for better prices, and to market their 
eotton without deélay. 


If this policy is adopted it will do 
much to bring on prosperity in the 
south.

A Member of Both Draws a Contrast 
and Suggests a Change.

Both were 
of organizations of, avowedly, a business 
character; for conference and improvement 
of their members in the great industries 
of which they were, presumably, the lead- 
ing representatives, The members of both 
were furnished free transportation by the 
railroads, upon the assumption that the 
genuine interests of the productive and 
transportation . industries were mutual; 
both were afforded liberal accommodation 
and entertainment at their places of meet- 
ing. The one devoted itself strictly and 
exclusively to its legitimate business pur- 
poses; the other permitted itself, willingly 
or unwillingly, to be given over in public 
estimation to the launching of gubernato- 
rial and other political ‘‘booms.” A com- 
Parison of the work and results of the 
two conventions is not without interest and 
instruction. 

President Berckmans, of the horticultural 
society, delivered an opening address which 
was both scholarly and practical, treating 
Only of matters of immediate and vital in- 
terest in the every-day work of the fruit 
Srowers. The sessions of the convention 
were held promptly and persistently until 
all of the matters announced upon the 
programme had been disposed of. The con- 
vention was in actual session sixteen hours 
for the two days. The proceedings were 
orderly and characterized by snap and en- 
thusiasm. A number of valuable papers 
by distinguished specialists of this and 
other states, upon strietly technical. sub- 
jects relating to horticulture, were read 
and freely discussed. In connection wth 
‘the meeting a most excellent exhibit was 
made of horticultural products brought by 
those. in attendance. Attending strictly 
and earnestly to the business of advancing 
practical horticultural interests, the only 
Outside matter engaging attention was the 
appointment of a committee to suggest 
necessary legislation affecting the spread 
of diseases of frults and fruit trees. At 
the close of the convention each member 
Wus Satisfied that he, individually, as well 
as the horticultural interests of the state 
generally had derived a vast amount of

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The govetyor of Mississippi will have no 
trouble in s@ecting the successor to Sen- 
ator George. The legislature has already 
done that. Smator George's term would 
not have expind until the 3d of March, 
1899, nearly tW years hence, and yet 
owing to a pectiiar arrangement of the 
time of its sittings, it fell to the legislature 
at its session last year to elect the senator 
for the full term Mmginning in 1899. Sena- 
tor George declined to be a candidate and 
the prize fell to the ‘ot of Hon. Hernando 
DeSoto Moncy. 

Colonel Money has, tince March of this 
year, occupied a rather peculiar position. 
Having been elected to ‘he senate he was 
not, of course, a candidate for re-election 
to 'the house and the seat in that body 
which he had held so lorg Was relinquished 
to his successor. Though a genator-lect, 
he had no standing at the other end of the 
capitol, for both of Miszissipp?!s seats were 
occupied.

He will be granted a respite by the gov- 
ernor either today or tomorrow morning 
and will be given two weeks more of life. 
Mrs. Perry called on Goyernor Atkinusofa 
last evening and made another appeal for 
her condemned husband. He (oid ber he 
had not yet decided on any definite pur- 


pose. : 

The govermor has not yet officially an- 
nounced that he would grant the respite, 
but he’ was told yesterday by both sides 
that there would be other evidence, and 
he has decided to wuit for anything that 
may throw any light upon the murder, 

In the morning the governor had both 
Mr. Peeples, for the defense, and Solicitor 
Kimsey, of the prosecution, with him. 
A number of affidavits were introduced by 
both sides. The state tiled ome affidavit 
of E. D. Peters to suppleinent the affidavit 
filed last weck. 

The defense~ introduced the affidavits 
of three persons. A negro servant named 
Jobn McClesky, who worked for the Perrys, 
made an affidavit in denial of Peters’s 
first affidavit, which related to the con- 
versation between Peters and Mrs. Perry 
on the morning before the murder. Mc- 
Clesky testified that-he was present at the 
conversation and that- Mrs. Perry told 
Peters nothing about Lanier having acted 
a gentieman at her house, as Peters had 
affirmed in his affidavit. A man named 
Sawyer made 4n affidavit to the same 
effect as the negro McClesky. 

W. R. Calloway, a merchant on Edge- 
wood avenue, mext door to Perry’s place 
of business, went to the governor yes- 
terday in Perry’s behalf. 

Calloway’s story was entirely new. He 
told the govVernor of a story which he 
says Perry told him on the morning of 
the killing. Calloway was a witness at 
the trial of Perry, but at that time he did 
not testify to what he told the governor 
yesterday. é’ 

Mr. tiiwey says that on Saturday 
prior to the shooting of MWanier, Perry 
came to his store and said that he was 
“mad. Witness says that Perry did not 
tell what he was mad about, but that 
the condemned man looked very mad at 
that time. On Momday Ms. Calloway 
heard of the shooting and told the gov- 
emnor yesterday that he went at once 
to Decatur to see Perry. He said that 
Perry talked to him immediately after 
the shooting and said that he had killed 
Lanier because the latter had outraged his 
wife Mr. Calloway swore that Perry

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- AFRAID: OF MOBS 


Says There Was No. Danger of Lynching 
Him in Claytes, 


STARTLING STORY/OF A LADY 


Said That One of Clayton’s Most Esti- 
mable Ladies Will Testify. 


THE CASE HAS TAKEN A POSITIVE TURN 


Cettain Evidenge Not Admissible Be- 
fore Will ‘Now Be Brought 
Out, It Is Said. ; 


John McCullough, the Clayton county 
prisoner, laughs at the idea of a mob hav- 
ing beem formed in Fayette and Clayton 
counties to lynch him. 

“Tl am no® afraid of a mob and I know 
that there was no danger -of my having 
been [ynched if I had been left in Clayton 
county jail,’ said McCullough yesterday. 

MeC¥llough is not looking so well as 
when he was here before. He says that he 
has not had enough exercise. 

The man seems to be in a state of nervous 
collapse. When sitting in-a chair his whole 
form shakes in a nervous, quiver all the 
time, and his fingers move and twitch in 
& teverish manner, as if the state of the 
prisoner’s mind was decidedly nervous. He 
wore a grizzly beard which did not improve 
his appearance. 

McCullough says he will be acquitted of 
the crime for which he is held. ‘‘l am not 
afraid of the resuit and never have been. 
Il am innocent and know that I will not be 
hanged,”’ the prisoner said. 

McCullough was surprised when inform- 
ed that Tom Watson .was to be one of his 
attorneys. He did not know that Colonel 
Glenn had arranged for the great populist 
leader to assist im the trial which will be 
in the second week of 


McCullough’s attorneys now claim -that 
the alleged damaging evidence against the 
prisoner will not be admissible. The prose- 
cuticn has elaimed that it would prove 
McCullough’s intimacy with Jud Jones and 
also prove that (Miss Jones came to Atlanta 
to have an operation performed. The de- 
fense says that none of this evidence will 
be admitted before the jury, as it is all 
hearsay. The prosecution claims that it is 
not all hearsay. While it is admitted that 
certain confessions of Jud Jones cannot 
be admitted by second petson, it is claimed 
that the state will be able to prove the 
damaging charge direct, by persons who 
saw and were acquaintd with the facts. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
State will introduce one of the most repu- 
table ladies in Clayton county to prove that 
Jud Jones came to Atlanta to have the op- 
eration performed. It is said that the lady 
was a close friend of the Jones girl.and 
that she came here and went with the girl 
to Mrs. Dr. Monnish for treatment. 

This evidence will be rather startling and 
it is said that it will be introduced only as 


/a& last resort on the part of the state. It 


is of such a character that it will be admis- 
sible and if it materializes as claimed, it 
will prove very damaging to the defense. 
One of the attorneys for the defense claims 
that if the lady swears as is said, the 
case will be very black for McCullough. 

McCullough will be alowed to remain here 
until his trial in September. He was sitting 
in. the office of the jail yesterday reading 
a paper. He says that the mob, if any 
mob had formed, was after the negro 
Simpson and not after him.

“ROCK BOTTOM,” SAYS WRIGHT 


The Comptroller Gives His Views on 
the Case Without Hesitancy. 


VERY HEAVY SLUMP SHOWS UP IN FUNDS 


Taxable Property in the Cities 1s Far 
Off, but the Officials Do Not 
Bother About the Delay. 


The state has at last struck bottom on 
next year’s tax valuation. At the close of 
business yesterday Colonel Harrison, of 
Comptroller General Wright's office, had 
received consolidated and complete returns 
fram 134 of the 137 counties of the, state. 
The ones not heard from are Cobb, Telfair 
and Washington. Of these, Cobb will prob- 
ably show a decrease, Washington an in- 
crease, and Telfair will not make much 
difference one way or another. 

Allowing this to be the case—and Captain 
Wright says it is a perfectly safe esti- 
mate—the net decrease in the state’s taxa- 
ble property this year over 189% is just 
$1,787,260. Of this amount $1,037,260 is prop- 
erty on digest, and the rest is the decrease 
in railroad valuation. The returns received 
by Captain Wright yesterday practically 
settled the result, and Fulton county snows 
up in a much better light than it did at 
first. 

In property on default Fulton county yes- 
terday made a return Of $748)120, which 
makes its slump much less than. it was at 
first expected to be. Worth county came in 
with an increase of $88,309, and Chatham's 
gain of $3,586 was verified after the papers 
had twice been ‘shifted back to Savannah. 
Sumter came in late in the afternoon 
with a decrease of $345,511, and this made 
the total net toss for the year on property 
on digest $1,037,260, with Cobb, Telfair and 
Washington counties yet to hear from. 
But returns from these three counties are 
not likely to affect the result $10,000 either 
way. : 

The railroad returns have not surprised 
Captain Wright, who looked for a big slump 
in this direction. The total railroad valua- 
tion in 1896 was $42,780,835; and this year it 
is $42,014,711, showing a decrease of $766,124. 
Of this decrease $302,391 is in the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern railway and $295,594 
in that part of the Southern raiiway lor- 
merly kKnowr as the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railway. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern rail- 
Way was returned last year at $600,000. Since 


r then it was sold by the receiver at $300,000, 


and the purchasers have reorganized the 
road. They return it at wnat it sold for, 
$300,000, but the comptrojler general has de- 
clined to accept that valuation, and the 
question will be arbitrated. -Commissioner 
Crenshaw, of the railroad commission, rep- 
resenting the state, and Mr. C. 8S. Northen, 
representing the road, have been selected 
as arbitrators, and it is said that they 
have chosen Mr. W. A. Hemphill as the 
third arbitrator. 

The state will insist on the old valuation 
of $600,000 as the road has over 100 miles 
of track in Georgia, whicn was previously 
returned at that figure. If the state gains 
its contention the decresae in railroad val- 
ues for the state will stand at $466,000. 

The Blue Ridge and Atlanta road is prac- 
tically in the same fix. It has been assegss- 
ed at $75,000, but is now offered for sale at 
$40,000, with no takers. The Bruton and 
Pinerora railroad, fcrmerly kreown as the 
Atlantic Short Line, has hitherto been 
assessed at $166,000, but was recently pur- 
chased for $69,859.

TAX RECEIVER TALKS ABOUT THE MATTER 


Says His Printed Tax Digest Has No 
Ruling for the Return of 
This Tax Item. 


If bank presidents are subject to pay pro- 
fessional tax, there fis no place on the 
printed returns of the state for the item 
to be charged. 

This is the announcement made yesterday 
by Tax Receiver T. M. Armistead, who has 
been investigating the situation since the 
comptroller stated that all bank presidents 
should pay to the state the sum of $10 an- 
nually. 

To each tax receiver of the state a small 
book is furnished, in Which are printed the 
rules and regulations governing the con- 
duct of the office. Tax Receiver Armistead 
has one of these books, but jn it he can find 
nowhere the rule regarding the taxing of 
bank presidents under the head of pro- 
fessional .tax 

Here are the personal questions, which 
include the professional! list, and it will be 
seen that the bank president escapes: 

you subject to poll tax? 
you a lawyer? 
you a doctor? 

‘re you a dentist? 

5. you an agent or firm $§zgotiating 
loans and charging therefor? 
6. Are you president of a 

pany. 

7. Are you superintendent or general agent 
of a railroad, telegraph, telephone, elec- 
tric Hight or gas company doing business 
in this state, the president of which does 
not reside in this state? 

8. Are you president of an express, tele- 
graph, electric light or gas conipany do- 
ing business in this state? 

“If there is no question in the printed 
form,’’ says th tax receiver, “how am I 
to ask the question and where am I to 
put the returns? The tax books are ruled 
and printed just as the blank return sh2e's 
are, and I follow the return questions to 
the letter.”’ :

The Place Is an Important One, but

for -the presidency. He fought _the 
element before the nomination, and after 
the convention he again zathered up the 


reins for the man of his choice, |. ‘ 

After the election he thought that some 
reward sh@ld be coming to him and im- 
mediately set his eye upon the surveyor of 
ctstoms plum. He circulated several peti- 
tions which were liberally signed. He also 
received the recommendation of Boss Buck, 
and since that time has been practically 
essured of the position and, has been con- 
sequently resting on his oars. 

The appointment is not expected before 
October, and there is some speculation as 
te when Wimbish will begin the duties of 
his office. Major Stocker, the present in- 
cumbent, reteived his appointment in Oc- 
tober and his commission came in Decem- 
ber. but he did not begin the duties of his 
office until February of the following year.
